A wild pear, Pyros callaryana, occurs in South and Central 
China, which has proven to be highly resistant to fire-blight, as was 
found out by experiments at the State Agricultural Bxperiment Station 
at Talent, Oregon, Lerge quantities of seed are desired in Oregon. 

Observations are needed on sé-called Chinese olives, Canarium 
album and C. pimela. The fruits are eaten fresh, pickled in brine, pre- 
served in syrup, end also dry sugared and dry salted.

Several times I have attempted to write youm letter, but 
as mony times I tore up again the attempts, for T could not proceed 
far before becoming dissatisfied with what I hed stated. 

Well, to Zive you seme idea how life has treated me of late, 
I can say: not of the best! Ye had a long, stormy journey seross the 
Peeific and a small number of pessencers, amone which e11 sorte of 
nationalities, and the ‘atmosphere’ was not altogether one of entire 
peace. Manifestations of rece-feeling were not uncommon and so were 
intrigues and little scandals, ‘The boat (Inaba Maru) is 4 emall one, 
not tilt for first-class traffic; ne amusements were provided beyond 
a few very primitive ones and the ship was rum over by roaches which 
persisted in being found in the milk and even in dishes. Hell, with 
the rough weather, cramped quorters and non-social atmeaphere, the 
whole trip was a waste of time. 

Yarious reperts that I intended to write were never pot down 
and several gagsengers felt at the end of the trip mot in the best of 
conditio sm, amone whieh I was also. After a few dinners ashore, some 
toxic developments set im and I began te feel out of order, with some 
light fever, loss of appetite and insomnia and this lost especially 
I dread terribly. I am getting cgoia over it, and by not taking any 
coffee, tea, etc. I feel much better. 

We get ouch things from time to time and one realizes the 
truth ef the saying that ‘ot the age of 40 ome is either in his grave 
or- one is a physician.” However, whot has to come must come, and the

is sprinkled over them by squeezing a handful of them and the fruits 
turned over, very day this process is repeated and after 3 to 5 
days they are put up in vessels in moderately weak brine, perilla 
leaves mixed among them and in this way the ereteds can be kept al- 


most indefinitely. Ur. Yatase was shown fruits said to be 100 years 
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old, Mr. @, and I, when we were talking abownt it,both cot the 
water freely flowing in our mouths, "Yes Yr. W. said, “our famous 
deceased General Hogi used to sey to his soldiers on a hot day in the 
Manchurian campaign, when there was no water in sight, *Boeys, how 
would you like to have now some nice pickled me's?! and nobody af-~ 
ter thet complained about thirst. 

I hope this recipe my be of use to you. By the way, if 
you go to the Nenking resteurant on 9th St., you can get there some 
very fine preserved mume fruits; they call them "Ching mae“ and they 
are a high class delicacy in old Cathay.

These last days I have been making incuiries inte the 
peopermint situation, but on the whole Frith negative results, You 
may remember you asked me for peppermint reots for Dr. Stockberger 
im your letterof Sent. 15, 1916. 

Well, 1 first saw the American Vice Consul about the roots 
that they sent in 1911 (No, 32167). He did not know, but he sent for 
the gordener from whom they had obtained them, This man first sent 
his wife, because it was rainy weather yosterday, but in the after 
noon he showed up himself. He said there were three kinds grown in 
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this part of Japan and the kind he obtained for the Consul was the best. 
He said that te go to the peppermint farms and come back again would 
take two days, He did not know varietal names at all and proved to be 
(mite useless for givinz further information, 

I then went to the Kobe foreign Board of Trade for information, 
but there I couldn't get anything beyond the intelligence that the pepper~ 
mint oi1 from Hokkaido is considered better than the local product. 

Then I visited the firm of WeKay & Co. (a firm exporting mint 
il) several times and met a depanese who is desling in mint oil. This 
man told me that there is only one variety of mint and that the quality 
of the oil depends upon the care that is bestowed in the process of get~ 
ting the oi] out of the leaves. The mint is simply called "Makka® and he 
had never heard of varicties. Mint farms exist im the vicinity of Ocay- 
ama, 3-4 hours by train te the west of Kobe. 

I then saw a specialist in the great firm of Suzuki & Co., No. 


i, Chom % 





, Wigashi Kawasaki Cho, wholesale dealers in oils and drngs, and 
this gentleman told me that there is only one variety srown in Japan, 
but since they have three crops s year and since the product of these 
e¢rops varies considerably, peonbh might think there are several kinds 
of peppermint, out this ie not so. 

Yell, I had to cive it up. Had I hed more time at my disposal 
I would have visited the farms, but as my boat leaves for China tomorrow 
morning, I cannot do so. This, however, is a nice piece of work to do 
for a young fellow who wants to train himself inte an efficient agricul- 
tural explorer, I hope to retire from this work after some years and 
a young, healthy and intelligent fellow oucht to continue this work in 
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One thine I would suggest to Dr. Stockberger, viz.: if there 
are verieties of peppermint, ond if these vericties individually differ 
aS regards quantity and quality of o11, why not do as in sugar beets 


and in suger cane end collect seeds anc 





vw them out, testing each indi- 
vidual plent by itself! Perhaps some better types will be evolved than 
we possess now! 

In the American Consulate I saw a report on peppermint from 
the hand of Consul Nunter Sharp, addressed te the Asst. Secretary of 
State, Yas., D. C., deted Kobe, Japan, Jov. 23, 1906. Dr. Stockberger 
might be interested in obtaining a copy from it, if he has not got it 
already. 

In your letter ef Sept. 15 you ask me to find out about Mr. 
Pliy Yidler, who soparently had established an office in Kobe. Well, 
I inquired for him at the following places: the Anerican Consul; the 
British Consul; the Kobe foreign Board of Trade; some wholesale and re- 
tail druezists, but nobody knows of him.

In the evening of Aug. 31, I landed in quiet Portland, Ore. and on 
Sept. 2 I repatred to McMinnville, where I had conferences with Rev. GEO. 
Campbell, ex-missionary from China and with Mr. J. C. Copper, Prest. of 
the Western Walnut Association. 

I found Mr. Campbell in good health, but he told me he had te be 
very careful in not becoming mentally tired. The more he could be out 
in the open, the better it would be for him; he has to give up reading 
and writing beyond the abeclutely indisvensablie. I therefore would not 
tire him too much, but 1 obtained a mumber of points which may come in 
handy when once in Fookien. There are many mountains in Fukien which 
never have been explored botanically, according to Mr. Odmpbell and here 
and there forests still exist. Of fruits there sre many kinds; near Hsiang 
yin gitrong are grow, weighing often 4 lbs. a pime; at Shang hong

the difficulty is there are not enough of them obtainable,

whether the nuts were of any value. 1 told him they were smell and he ake 
he wag interested in commercial varieties only, We therefore better not 
gend him anything of botanical interest.

Dear Mr. Fairchild: 

I left off at my visit to Hr. “uarnberg on Sept. 3, and Iti] con~ 
timue now. We are laying off Nagasaki and it is rainy, close weather, no 
breese at all. HM letter from yesterday has been posted by the shinta 
head—steward and I suppose it will reach you sooner or later. I an 
the only foreign passenger aboard and, as you asy imagine, there is not 
much life on a boat only 2,000 tons dead weight. I sosetimes feel as~ 
hamed of these people having te cook for me specially, but then the three 
Jasanese ghip's officers seem to eat foreign food also and that gives me 
again satisfaction. I gan eat Japanese food, but - one gets so infernally 
little, as the Japanese are not heavy eaters. 

Well, to continue again. On Sect. 4, 1916, I went from Portland te 
lioda River to find out more about Pear-blight. Prof. Brown was out in 
the country bat 1 met Prof, Childs, an entomogiet primary. There is no 
agric. expt. Station at Hood River; all excerisents are carried on in 


the orchards of cooperators. Apcles are the main crop, while pears are 
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only grown on a very small scale. Prof. Child's work hag been especially 
with the eradication of apple-scab, He found that the spores of this 
deseage, when on old fallen leaves, keep on ripening for a period of 

three month's and by destroying the fallen leaves as auch ag possible, one 
ean do a whole lot in controlling the scab, Further on spraying, of course, 
is necessary. We saw some excellent illustrations in sorayed and non 
sorayed trees; etriking enough to convert all of the fruit grorers to the 
necessity of sorayving. 

We spoke about temperatures and I heard that in Jan. 1916, it had 
been minus 15 F., a cold which injured ceara and aoples; some trees were 
killed out downright. We had a look at the rugged scenery around Hood 
River and at 7 p.m. I was back again in oulet “ortiland, 

On Sept. 5 and 6 and 7 and 8 I was busy in pitta 40 and fre the 
shisping offices for a berth to Japan or China, which I found to be a bad 
job to tackle, The result was, as you know, that I had to take passage 
on @ stall boat from Seattle, I therefore, could not visit Chico, Berkely 
and Palo Alto, neither Honolulu, in all of which oleces 1 had things to 
do, Well, ao 1% goes, one cannot always de in life such things as one 
plana} 

We Getevening of Sept. 8 I left Portland for Talent, Ore. where I 
got the mext day at 10:40 a.m. I wont str@ight away to the 5, Ore, Agri- 
Expt, Ste. and met there Prof. FP. ¢. Reimer, Mr. MoCormick, bbs aggistant 
and an entomologist, Mr. Davidson. Prof. Reimer'ts parents are Germans, 
but he is born in Michigans he used to be for 4 long time in North Caroling 
where he worked et the Agric. Exot. Sta. at Raleigh on Vitis rotundifolia 
(vide his bulletin "Breeding Rotundifolia graves, issued May 1914). 


We spoke of course straight away about lis pear experiments. First 
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ef all about ] | Galieryana; of this pear there are two forms, the one

Prof, Reimer's idess are, tha once we have obtained a soecies of 
pear or 4 variety which ie immune to blight, we simply plant such a form 
in reguler orchards, After they heave become well established one bugie, 
in the fall of the year (early September) from 5 Bo @ of the main branches 
with the desived variety and this ineures one at least a trunk, a root- 
eystem and the main framework of a tree which is immune to blight.

Shouid blight once have been driven out of an isolated locality, 
there is no reagon why it should return agein, assuming of course that 
sufficient quarantine rules are observed.

There is no room for all these people here end yet they keep on 
breeding. Zverywhere there are scores of ohildren and the one has even 
less chance than the other. In the mountains whole villages are

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blindness end éeafness is very common. In the inns the voruias s ex~ 
seedingly plentyful ané. bhoodhhirsty end ordinery travellers have to 
Sleep three abreast in one bedstead or on one broad bench and the 
stinkingly dirty bedcovers are kept in use until they fall to pieces. 
No wonder that 60% of the popnlation suffers from all sorts of skin 
dgsenses, being inocwlat{ed by lice, flees end bedbugs. I slept most 
times with my bunting boots on, for the vermin bites one especially at 


one's feet and legs, having learned no doubt that they are less easily 


caught there, I think it actually is dangerous to sleep in some of 


these "holes" we staid in, but what else can one do. There are most 
times no clean open places around Chinese towna and villeges to put up 
tents and the insatiable inguisitiveness of the natives would nedi tate 
some watchmen around eli of the time. 

We went with one chair with two bearers and 6 carrying coolies. 
I ana not eit for one minute in the cheir, but my interpreter and the 
guide made use of it whenever they were tired. The welking for 6 to 6 
hrs, everyday almost did me much good and I feel much better than sone 
WeekKS A£0. 

Now as regards my observations on various things. Pyrus celleryane 
is simply a marvel. One finds it growing under all sorte of conditions; 
ene time on dry, sterile moantainslopes; then again with its roots in 
stending water at the edge of a pond; sometimes in open pine foreste, 
then again enong serub on Wene-atens ledges in the burning sun; some- 
times in low banboo-jungle in the company of Pistacie chinensis, Vitese 


negunds, Cudrenia triloba, Zizyphus jujube, Ulaus parvifolia, Pose 
2, ete. and then agein slong the course of a fast flowing 





mountainstream or on the occsesionelly burned~over slope of a pebbly hill. 


The tree is nowhere found in groves; always as scatteres specimens and 
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but very few large trees were seen. There are reasons for that, namely 
the natives cut down the larger specimens for their lumber, from which 
fine furniture ia made, while if a young tree occurs at a suitable clace 
it is most times used aa a stock for an improved varlety of p ear. 

We made a tric of three days te the N. W. from here te look at a 
very large s-ecimen of 6 wild pear from which a2 large village had ob- 
tained itename (Tang 11 simu ye) but the tree bad become old and had been 
cut down 40 to 50 years ciready, It wes said to measure something like 
Jl or 12 feet in circumference.

I had the good fortune to come across a few paper mills in 





the mountains where bemboo cones are weed as the min mterial. ‘The 
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¥esults of my observations would seem to indicate that in a western 
country bamboo can never coumete with other materials for paper mam 
facture, 

Firstly, the bamboo canes cult ere from wild plents in the 
mountsins: for a lerge heavy bundle of 50 canes or so a person receives 
but 15 to 20 cents (Mex.) and it tekes a whole day with much labor to 
get such « bemile tegether. Then these canes are soaked in tanks with 
quick lime for 3 months, and efter that steamed with ouicklime again in 
a primitive kiln for another 2 or 2 months, then washed out, pounded by 
water-milis, the pulp washed out again and mixed with pounded bark of 
poplar roots as 3 wucilage ond at last a light yellow, very absorbent 
paper is made from this pulp. This paper sells at a very cheap price, 
and really this industry is possible only im countries where human labor 
is exceedingly cheap and where wild supolies of bamboo exist.

Yesterday mornine I landed here in Hankow and found « pile 
of ever 50 pieces of mail evsiting me, amons which alse several letters 
from you. I'll snswer those later on. 

Now the thing is: I have changed my plans of travel. Instead 
of going further east and then to So. China and Manila, 111 first 
finish my corresponience Bere in Hankew, ship off seeds and specimens 
and then go back to Ichang and from there to the north in high mountains. 

The reason of this change is that in Ichang, while I tried te 
write for a few nights and days in succession, so as to finish all of 
this troublesome onerenpiateum, Nature stepped in and I got an attack 


of nervous prostretion and could not #leep, rest or eat any more. 
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Dr. &. Graham, of the Church of Scotland Mission, who was called in, 
considered the cease as serious and I had to abstain from reading and 
writing and to walk at mich as I could stand. Yell, then I slowly 
improved, but writing tires me very much. Dr. Graham said that this 
thing was broucht uoen me by overwork, loneliness and worries and should 
I get a few more of euch ettacks,I would have te give up this work! Soe 
here we are! The change from “roughing it* to sedentary vork seems hard- 
er and herder to overbridge as a person gets older. If one could only 
get a bath from time to time while travelling in the interior, and if 
ene only could have a congenial ‘ellew white man with one, it would not 
be so hard on one,

At some of the World's Fairs we had big 
ecllections from China and Japan. I remember that a lot of Chinese 
plants the Missouri Botanical Garden received in 1904 as a present from 
the Chinese commissioners were 30 infested with bugs that the hose had 
to be turhed on them several times and even then they were not clean. 
Heaven knows what sorts of insects exist today in the various conserva- 
tories of this country of ours.

Prom Mr. Wonter Menn, Manager of L. C. Hllespie's here in 
Hankow, I heard that Szechuan suoplies 35% of all the Tung oil here in 
Gentral China and the cuality is excellent. 
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¥eeichow supplies 25%; Human also 26% and this oil is of a very 
dark color end mostly used in linoleum mancfacture, ais they want a 
dark oil. upeh supplies but 15% and the oi] is very light colored and 
often of poor quality. Zobedy here im Nankow can tell me whether the 
Chinese ever propagate the trees in any other way than by seed. 

A letter written by Mr. Evens, of the firm of Gillespie in 
Yankow, dated Oct. 31, 1914, was shown to me, and Mr. Mann said that a 
copy of same hed been sent to Mr. Fairchild by the N.Y. office. fave 
you seen that letter?

I wonder why Aserican truck farmers never raise seeds of 
these Chinese cabbages. And why does not our own Office do it or at least

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I see that the ‘Okehama Warserxy Co. in their catalogue for 
191718 offer on p. 80 ten lbs. of Chefoo Pe teal cabbage at only 
$4.00 U. S. Gold, Why don't you order some from them? Here in China 
we have to pay for real good Pai tsai seeds $4.00 Hex. py. catty. In 
talking over this remerkeble difference in price with my interpreter 
he says that the dapanese buy up Chinese seeds, plant them in Japan 
only for seei-bearing purposes and they are therefore able te produce 
large quantities at cheap prices, while the Chinese fermers grow only 
limited qusntities ef seeds, everybody doing so for his own use. I 
See by the victure in the sbove mentioned catalogue on p. 83 that this 
pai teal is a short-headed variety, something like the kind grown by 
Aggzeler and ‘usser nea Los Angeles. 

You are asking me whether these Chinese cabbages are preserved 
in any way. Yes, some of the loose-headed varieties are dried in the sun 
and wind, some are pickled withesalt and soices; some are salted and 
fried, and the German 2. C. missionaries in Yen ehow foo, Shantung, 
mike a fine “sauerkraut (an I allowed to use this word nowadays?) out 
of them. The dry-salted variety, cut inte small atid, is very aovetiz- 
Snes the wet-selted ones, however, are rother "rich" in odor, and look 
at times peculiar,to say the least, In King's "Farmers of Forty Centur- 
ies* on p. 129, you'll find a phcture of wet "salted cabbage" such as 
is made from loese-headed pai tsai and from some species ef Sinepis, 

Of all things however good pai teai is not a vegetable to be 
green by an amateur in some old back yard. Neither is brocceli and simi- 
lar high-class veretablea; they con only be grown by those who enix brains 


with the soil.”

Soldiers in the field have more dangers te face, but ther get at least 
companionship and often recreation supplied to thea, Por about one 
month now I beven't seen a wiite verson, for all of the missionaries 
are at the mountain and scaside-regorta and travellers one rarely moets 
here in these carts of Mupeh. 

My new interpreter is of the sponge variety, that is, absorbing 
all and giving back little or nothing and this special work of mine is 
very hard to understand for Chinese anyway. They seee to consider it 
gomewnat in the order of a silly thing te spend so much money for a 
few seeds or slants. 

Well, I have become so calioused to opinions of Chinese, that it 


matters but mighty little what they think, the whole race has become too 





weedy for lack of healthy contact with outside people during all of these 
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past centuries, with the exeeption of a few they are quite satisfied 
With the ways their forefathers did things; unlegs capable foreigners 
are gllowed to supervise Paees all sorts of innovations run again

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The foreigners here have formed a defense comalittee, but of 
course a mere hend ful of vhite residents con do nothing against bri- 
gands in wniforms, as nesrly ell of these Ghinese soldiers are, and there 
are several thousands of these parasites all eround us, I sew last week 
how some of these fellows took out the hearts of some fellers they had 
shot end mutilated the corpses in unsyeckable ways, They were coing to 
eat these hearts to get courage! One loses all confidence in this whele 
race by witmessing such ects of barbarism and cannabhlism. 

Of late I have been assisting many of the foreign residents 
in chenging their eordene ead tronsplenting large and small trees, It 
took us last week 25 coolies in removing one large tes-olive tree (Osman- 
thus fregrams). A thing like this had never before teken place in Ichang 
and should ali of these various trees pull thru, my work will be tied up 
with thie city for a lamdred years to come,

Serewith please find my accounts for the past quarter; they 
are, I sucpose, the moct meagre expenditures I have made for a long 
time, all due to the extremely unsettled conditions here in this part 
ef the Yang tee Valley. 

I had to discharge my interpreter since he did not teke the 
slightest interest im my work ony longer. My present guide will be able 
to manage things until I find again a better fellow. It seems, however, 
that exploration work in China may have to be stopped altogether, for 
brigendage, lecsl famines and the awfully upset conditions everywhere 
do not allow travel ony longer. 

Wiehting has been going on argumd here for over four months 
and foreigners are not allowed tc trarel freely in Seechuan and in Me 
yeh, Soldiers are drilling in the streets with machine gums these last 
days, and we heve been warned not te ¢ iste the moumtcins one day wast 
of here, where bende ef uniformed bondits are pluniering to their hearts!

| Herewith please find enclosed my Itinerary Report for the 
quarter ending March 31, 1918. I am compelied to make several remarks 
with it. Firstly, it is somewhat belated, due to the fact that these 
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last deys we had snother crisis hers and I felt cat of sorte. 

You will alse notice the ruaning form ef the dates and not 

wt down on separate weckly sheets as the reguletion form is. This I 

did for the resson that desirable writing paper is getting to be searce 
here and T want te reserve my suppiy for more valuable purposes than a 
mere itinerary report. 

- You'll notice that I heve deme a whole lot of transplanting 
trees, YY wonder how Gais will be taken by the authorities, but- if it 
hadn't been for that, on active person simply would get crazy in condi- 
tions as we heve begn experiencing here these last four months, The 
werious military camps have bean Cichting each other at interwsls of 
days amd of weeks ond all sorts of atrocities are being committed. 
Poreigmers and Chinese alike are often for several ceceks durance vir 
tueliy prisomers of war, In fact, you my picture us here as if we 
were somewhere in Mexico or in some Central American Becublice when a 
veriodical revolution was going on. 

J trust the authorities im charse will accept these ex>lana- 
tions, after rou have leid them before Mr. Feirchild. If not, the 
Saoricem Minister «f Peking md our various consuls in China could add 
interesting detcils, 

These long continued disturbances here sre a tremendous loss 
to theusends of foreigners and millions of Chinese. fow lene things can 
#0 Om wo ome dares say, bute some power might sten Jn any time and step 
this senseless gowe here of rival generals chasing one another and de~ 


stroying o11 commerce and progress, 
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1 am ewfally sorry thet Mr. Stunts hae died, a# I sew in a 
paper that Er. Dersett kindly cent ve come days ago. It surely hits 
our Orfice hard! We amet be getting very ahort ofcompetent helpers 
in the good work!

Deey Mr. Fairchilds 

At last I have been able to break through the lines ef soidiers 
around Ichang and walked to Eingmen, got the stored seeds and bagvage 
there and pettied She payments for the sear~seeds; then we marched 
down to @hasi and took a steamer from there and arrived here on the 15th, 
We were held up by soldiers a few timea and some unpleasarntries versiae 
dulged in, but on the whole we could have fared far worse, Of course, 
we sassed through villages that nad been Looted and burned and food 
was bard to cbtain, but to an old hand out bere, like myself, these 
things have so often been encountered that one is ased to them. 

I did not write you from Ichang of late, because I was not sure 
that I really could make the trip. The whole country is so fearfully 
upsst that travel has become a serfect gamble. Sometimes travellera 
got through, but often the; have been held up for days and weeks. From 
Ichang westward all traffic is stopeed and croducts from Ssechuan do not 
come through any longer for montis and months. The losses the people 
at large euffer must be gigantic; right now tung o11 does not reach 
Hankow any longer, neither do hides, drugs, silks, ete. If Tung oil 
should not be able te get through at all, then some industries in America 
Will scon feel tne effects. 

Well, personally I am awfully glad that I got awey from Ichang; 
tie situation begun to deocrese le One ¢amnot live for months in an 


atmosphere of suspension without feeling the effects. And as I had 


cheerless, uncomfortable quarters and lack of susstantial food at times, 
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one tad both mental and paysical discomforta, 


Well, I just received your very symoathetic letter of Pebruary 26 


affecting thinga slowly but surely.

lected these past 18 months. When chestmuts commence to come in by tne 
end of September or early Octeber, I mar curchase several hundreds of 


pounds and ship them, and possibly seeds of Fy

Concerning exaloration work in Southern and Western China, well, 
prospects for the present are far from bright. 4 gentleman who just 
returned from a several weeka' trip inte Fookien Prov, informed me 
yesterday that brigandage is so rife there that in whole districts th 
“ordinary farmera save given up planting rice and are joining robber bands. 


and you know of course, from newspaper itens that Americans have been 


kidnapped by bandits in onan and Shantung and missionaries have been 
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killed, injured or molested in Shansi, Ssechuan, Honan and Fookion. 

The outlook, therefore, of interior exploration is decidedly gloomy. Of 
course, Javan is hard at work trying to bring stableness out of chaos, 
but ~ whether ner ideai of tranquility here in Chine agrees with that 
of the people themselves, "voila la question," as our French confreres 
would say. 

So, I am very sorry to have to state, we are not able to make 
fized plans umtil political conditions take a turn for the better. 

I now shall try te answer various itema which your many letters 
contains — 

I am taking your letter of Pebruary 26th ~ "the last but not the 
least". Yes, 1 am truiv aheoked by the death of our friend Stunts - 
and only a young man yet! Mrs. Clime informed me, a few weeks previous, 
of sur chun, Charles Mansfield's desarture, which affected me most sorely 
and now we have this sad loss again. "The dead are becoming ss cumerous 
ag the living." 

Taere ia one thing that hangs beth over the deats of Stuntz and 
the consumption infection of Mr. Knight and that is, thet Br. Stunts 
lLeved an sieaietite wnventilated room and foreed those who worked with 
him to share his beloved state of atmosohere. It is us to you, Mr. 
Fairchiid, to see tat from now on warnings should be given to co- 
workers, that proper ventilation should be cut ebove the feeling of 
being emig and warn, irrespective of the condition of purity of the air 
gome people feel inelined to inhale. 

I trust that Wilson Popenoe will come to see the point that in 


developing new supplies of food and easecially of creating commercial 
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reservoirs of vegetabie buiter, as the avocado undoubtlessly does, tat he 
asaiste his fellow men more than by merely going to try to kill a few
